Dear Dir,

I have hoped to hear, or s * something aired about this, possibly in print or some ether 
mention of it, but no hint, or suggestion of a hint have I over road, nor heard in 
mention on the subject, nothing that might lead mo to think this Communist fear might 
be lmown to others also, especially The State Department and your C.I.A. , ! V 

I learned of this as my fellow crew member, with two of hia friends, and I, stood on 
tho sidewalk in front of the Communist Headquarters in Seattle, Aashingtcn in the Fall 
of 1945* At the time, I didn’t realize its importance, cr tcrfrfefr later when I was given 
the intelligence assignment, and even later as the thought began to grow in importance 
in my mind, as to its great, and enormous possibilities, in fact, it soomod quite unimport- 
ant then, but as the years have passed, tho idea has loomed ever larger in my mind and 
mort potent as a weapon , (Their ..eapon),to be turned against them,and which might 
be the means that could destroy Communism for over. 

Thi3 was discussed inside the Communist headquarters that evening, and not being a 
member, I could not attend, so I didn't hear it direct, but only what we talked about 
after the meeting was over. It disturbed the Communists very much, and it soomod they 
had no defence against it. The orders were, "don't think about it, don't talk about it? 

Their dilemma ran something like this, n What if same Top Communist defected and took 
with him, the ono and only, "TOP-TOP Secret to their Master Plan? or, R -.”hat if seme 
Secret Agent got xfise enough to guess that secret? and cause# forged papers to bo 
made up and trumpeted to all the world until Communism fell apart, or died on the vine^ / 
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•Tney s sealed to think that a omewhe re , the re is a secret document that is a part of the 
Communist Hanifesto, or a part of the hasten Plan that was kept aside from* it so no 
one except the originators of it would know, because, if it were ever to be seen by oven 
the topmost men in the Communist Party, it would finally become known to others in the 
Party, which would cause a falling away of the Party membership in general, and the Party 
would die out in a very short time. 

If there was ,or is such a document, very few have ever seen ,or heard of it. The few 
that would have known about it, would be the instigators of it and would go all the way 
back to the beginning of Communism, to Marx, Angles and lennin.
